Speed seemed to be the prob­ 
lem with “ Morituri," or rather, 
the lack of it. The film was in 
its 73rd day, an uncommon 
length in today’s Hollywood, 
especially

If the set had problems, they 
seemed of little moment to cos- 
lar Yul Brynncr. His dressing 
room had a sign over the door 
reading “ Casino de Brynner," 
and he was seated with the back 
of his shiny head to the outside, j 
playing poker with a trio of 
coworkers. 
Near the stage entrance lead­ 
ing lady Janet Margolin was 
sipping coffee from a paper cup 
and lamenting her lot. 
“ I started on the picture in 
September, and so far I’ve had 
two scenes," she remarked. 
At the far end of Stage 8 was 
the long dressing-room trailer 
belonging to Marlon Brando. He 
was closeted within until an as­ 
sistant raced to the various 
dressing rooms to notify the 
principals that a scene would be 
made shortly.

WASHINGTON — Some of the 
criticism s lev eled at J. Edg ar 
Hoov er’s Federal Bu reau of In­ 
v estig ation in recent weeks in­ 
dicate there is mu ch misinfor­ 
mation on what the FBI is and 
what it is perm itted by law to 
do. 
F irst — the FBI is not a na­ 
tional police. By law. it cannot 
g o into a state, cou nty , city or 
town and take ov er from local 
officials. It m u st work throu g h 
and with local officials, thou g h 
it m ay condu ct independent in­ 
v estig ations of federal v iolations. 
Second — by law, the FBI has 
no power to protect any one — 
whether the president 
of the 
United States, other g ov ernm ent 
officials, civ il rig hts workers or 
persons being illeg ally depriv ed 
of the rig ht to v ote. 
Protection comes u nder the 
Secret Serv ice, the federal m ar­ 
shals, the state and local police. 
If the local police do not pro­ 
v ide adeq u ate protection for a 
m an or woman, or if tie local 
police or sheriffs are inefficient 
or corru pt, there is nothing the 
FB I can leg ally do abou t it. 
On occasion, the Secret Serv ­ 
ice has borrowed FBI men to 
help it in g u arding the presi­ 
dent. Bu t these ag ents are on 
loan and are not (while on su ch 
g u ard du ty ) working u nder or­ 
ders from the FBI. 
Third — The FBI does not de­ 
cide who in the g ov ernm ent is 
a secu rity risk and who isn’t. 
Some officials are fond of say ­ 
ing “ I hav e an FBI clearance.” 
These officials 
are 
m istaken. 
No one ex cept an FBI man has 
an FBI clearance. 
By law, the FBI cannot say 
this man or that shou ld not be 
hired becau se of his past — be­ 
cau se he is a potential spy , be­ 


cau se he drinks too m u ch, be­ 
cau se he m ay hav e loy alty to a 
foreig n g ov ernment, becau se he 
talks too mu ch, becau se what­ 
ev er knowledg e he picks u p m ay 
be for sale, becau se he m ay be 
a homosex u al or becau se he 
m ay hav e a weakness for wom­ 
en or horses. 
The FBI is allowed only to re­ 
port the facts, statem ents and 
other ev idence its ag ents pick 
u p from interv iewing people and 
looking u p records and su ch. 
The FBI is not allowed to 
m ake ev alu ations of this ev i­ 
dence or reach conclu sions as 
to whether the m an or woman 
inv estig ated is or is not a se­ 
cu rity risk. 
One ex ception; The FBI does 
decide on the su itability of all 
FBI personnel. 
The g ov ernment departm ent 
or ag ency employ ing , or inter­ 
ested in employ ing , a man or 
woman takes the FBI ev idence 
and m akes its own ev alu ations 
and its own 
decisions 
as 
to 
whether 
to 
g rant 
a 
secu rity 
clearance or not. That is, the 
decision is m ade at the White 
Hou se, the State Departm ent, 
the Departm ent of Defense, or 
wherev er. 
Fou rth — The 
FBI 
doesn’t 
norm ally inv estig ate the back­ 
g rou nds of Senate or cong res­ 
sional staff employ es. Any su ch 
inv estig ations are n o r m a l l y 
m ade by the Senate or Hou se 
Committees concerned. (There 
are certain com m ittees which 
can ask the FBI for assistance). 
The FB I’s director, and a su c­ 
cession of presidents and con­ 
g ressm en, hav e taken part 
in 
keeping 
the 
FB I’s 
fu nctions 
strictly limited. The 
fear has 
been that if the FBI or any sim ­ 
ilar federal ag ency were g iv en 
police-decision powers, it cou ld 
be the first step toward 
cre­ 
ating a possible police state.

Indo o r Humidity Needs 
Attentio n In Winter

This is the season when many 
of u s start u p ou r fu rnaces. In 
most cases, the resu lting heat 
is accompanied 
by 
ex cessiv e 
dry ness of the indoor air. The 
ex ceptions are those homes in 
which a consciou s effort is m ade 
to hu midify the air. Althou g h 
ex cessiv e 
hu midity 
in 
w arm 
w eather cau ses g eneral discom­ 
fort, it is rare indeed to find 
adeq u ate hu midity indoors in 
winter. 
A relativ e hu m idity of 20 per 
cent or lower is definitely detri­ 
m ental to y ou r health becau se 
it cau ses ex cessiv e dry ness of 
y ou r skin and 
mu cou s 
m em ­ 
branes. A recent stu dy showed 
that, in addition to g reater com­ 
fort in the nose 
and 
throat, 
bring ing the air u p to abou t 45 
per cent relativ e hu midity help­ 
ed prev ent colds and other res­ 
piratory diseases. It also made 
breathing 
easier 
for 
persons 
with asthm a, chronic bronchitis 
and em phy sema and facilitated 
the control of itching skin dis­ 
eases. 
Sev eral ty pes of efficient hu ­ 
m idifiers are av ailable. The old 
method of pu tting a pan of w at­ 
er on the radiator is woefu lly 
inadeq u ate.

childhood ailm ent? Is there any 
cu re for it? 
A—Gau cher’s 
disease 
is 
a 
chronic hereditary condition that 
is characterized by enlarg em ent 
of the spleen and anem ia. The 
onset of sy mptoms may occu r 
in childhood and the earlier the 
onset, the m ore sev ere the dis­ 
ease. It is m ore common in g irls 
than in boy s. When the disease 
is first recog nized in infancy , 
treatm ent is of no av ail. Bu t in 
older children, rem ov al of the 
spleen is followed by improv e­ 
m ent in the g eneral health and 
a g ood ou tlook for the fu tu re. 
Q—Three months ag o I broke 
both bones in my left leg . The 
latest X-ray shows no knitting 
tog ether of the sm aller bone. My 
doctor say s this does not m at­ 
ter. Is there any dang er that 
the splintered ends cou ld inju re 
the flesh? 
A—You r doctor is rig ht. The 
tibia (the larg er bone) will serv e 
y ou v ery well. If, when y ou 
broke y ou r leg , the skin was 
not broken, there is no dang er 
of infection. If y ou r doctor per­ 
formed an open operation to 
u nite the splintered frag m ents, 
infection cou ld be introdu ced. 
Fibrou s tissu e or callu s g rows 
ov er the sharp ends of the frag ­ 
m ents and this protects the soft 
tissu es from inju ry .

Mo v ie Go ing

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - “ Are 
movies going to pieces? 
asks 
an article in the Atlantic Month­ 
ly by Pauline Kael, who pro­ 
ceeds to answer, “ yes.” 
Miss Kael, who is billed as an 
author, lecturer and authority 
on films, criticizes the growing 
lack of logic in movies, even the 
most expensive ones. She cites 
the swift and unexplained end­ 
ing of “ Bridge on the River 
Kwai” ; 
the

“ Whatever Happened to Baby 
Jane” ; the utter confusion of 
“ 55 Days at Peking” ; the sud­ 
den clairvoyance of Cleopatra in 
the film of that name: the puz­ 
zling storv turns of “ The Cardi­ 
nal.” 
“ Audiences used to have an 
almost rational passion for get­ 
ting the story straight,” writes 
the critic. “ Although the movies 
might be banal or vulgar, they 
were rarely incoherent.

She concludes: “ Movies are 
going to pieces; they are dis­ 
integrating, and the something 
called cinema is not movies 
raised to an art but rather mov­ 
ies diminished, movies that look 
‘artistic.’
